NOTE 1 SUM MARY O F SIG NIFICANT ACCO UNTING PO LICIES 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, General Fund (Judicial Expense Fund), was created under the Act 
No. 52 of 1984, effective on the 60th day after final adjournment of the 1984 legislative session of the 
State of Louisiana. The effective date of funding w as set on Novem ber 1, 1984. 

The purpose of the fund is to provide sufficient funding to expedite efficient operation of the court. 
In general, the fund is established and m ay be used for any purpose or purposes connected w ith, 
incidental to or related to the proper adm inistration of the court. 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, Special Revenue Fund (Child Support), authority was created under 
the Act No. 517 of 1986, effective within one year after final adjournment of the 1986 legislative session 
of the State of Louisiana. In accordance with Louisiana Revised Statutes, ~ 46:236.5 the Fourth 
Judicial District Court im plem ented this process beginning Novem ber 1, 1990. 

The purpose of the fund is to provide an expedited process for establishm ent and enforcem ent of 
support obligations w hich are brought by the Departm ent of Health and Hum an Resources. Revenues 
are to be expended to adm inister the proceedings related to the expedited process. 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, Special Revenue Fund (Misdemeanor Probation), authority was 
created under the Louisiana Code of Crim inal Procedure Article 895.1C. The Fourth Judicial District 
Court issued an order signed en banc February 26, t993 im plem enting this process. 

The purpose of the fund is to provide m isdem eanor probation services by collecting m onthly fines for 
establishm ent and enforcem ent of the probationary period. Revenues are to be expended to 
adm inister the proceedings related to the probation process. 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, Special Revenue Fund (Drug Court), authority was created under 
the Louisiana Code of Crim inal Procedure Article 193 and Article 18 by Rule Xl of this court. The drug 
treatm ent and probation program shall be established in accordance w ith the provisions of 
LSAR.5.13:5301-5304. The Fourth Judicial District Court issued an order signed en banc February 4, 
2000 im plem enting the process effective January 1, 2000, 

The purpose of the fund is to adm inister drug offense charges. Revenues are to be expended to 
adm inister the m onitoring, counseling, and enforcem ent of drug offense probation. 

The accounting and reporting policies of the Fourth Judicial Court, Judicial Expense Fund conform 
to generally accepted accounting principles a~s applicable to governm ents. Such accounting and 
reporting procedures also conform to the requirem ents of Louisiana M unicipal Audit and Accounting 
G uide, the industry  audit guide ntal um ts; :Standaras lor Audit o!

The follow ing is a sum m ary of certain significant accounting policies 

This report includes the General Fund (Judicial Expense Fund) 
Special Revenue Funds (Child Support Fund, Misdemeanor Probation Fund and Drug Court Fund), 
Agency Funds, and Account Group (General Fixed Assets), which are controlled by the Fourth Judicial 
District Court (Chief Judge and Judges) but determined to be a component unit of the Ouachita Parish 
Police Jury. The O uachita Parish Police Jury has significant control over the Judicial Expense Fund 
in the area of necessary  capital outlay. The O uachita Parish Police Jury  w ould present this com ponent 
unit in a discreet presentation form at if it w ere included in their financial statem ents. The funds and 
account group are adm inistered by the Court Adm inistrator. 

For financial reporting purposes, in conform ity w ith the G overnm enta 
Accounting Standards Board (GASB), the Judicial Expense Fund and Child Support is a part of the 
Fourth Judicial District Court, a component of the Ouachita Parish Police Jury judicial system. The 
financial reporting entity consists of (a) the primary government (Ouachita Parish Policy Jury), (b) 
organization fo which the primary government is financially accountable, and (c) other organizations 
for w hich the nature and significance of their relationship w ith the prim ary  governm ent are such that 
exclusion w ould cause the reporting entity's financial statem ents to be m isleading or incom plete. 

G overnm ental Accounting Standards Board Statem ent No. 14 established criteria for determ ining 
w hich com ponent units should be considered part of the O uachita Parish Police Jury for financial 
reporting purposes. The basic criterion for including a potential com ponent unit w ithin the reporting 
entity is financial accountability. The GASB has set forth criteria to be considered in determ ining 
financial accountability. 

This criteria includes: 

1. Appointing a voting m ajority of an organization's governing body, and 

a. The ability of the O uachita Parish Policy Jury  to im pose its w ill on that organization and/or 

b. The potential for the organization to provide specific financial benefits to or im pose specific 
financial burdens on the O uachita Parish Police Jury . 

2. Organizations for which the Ouachita Pariish Police Jury does not appoint a voting majority but 
are fiscally dependent on the O uachita Parish Police Jury . 

3. O rganizations for w hich the reporting entity's financial statem ents w ould be m isleading if data 
of the organization is not included becau.~;e of the nature or significance of the relationship.

Because the O uachita Parish Police Jury provides for the operation and m aintenance of the Courtroom  
and office space of the Judges in its parish courthouse, the Fourth Judicial District Court w as 
determ ined to be a com ponent unit of the O uachita Parish Police Jury , the financial reporting entity. 
The accom panying financial statem ents present inform ation only on the funds m aintained by the 
Fourth Judicial District Court and do not present inform ation on the O uachita Parish Police Jury, the 
general governm ent services provided by that governm ental unit or the other governm ental units that 
com prise the financial reporting entity. 

The accounts of the Fourth Judicial District Court, Judicial Expense Fund are 
organized on the basis of funds and account groups, each of w hich is considered a separate 
accounting entity, if applicable. The operations of each fund are accounted for w ith a separate set of 
self-balancing accounts that com prise its assets, liabilities, fund equity , revenues, and expenditures, 
or expenses, as appropriate. G overnm ent resources are allocated to and accounted for individual 
funds based upon the purposes for w hich they are to be spent and the m eans by w hich spending 
activities are controlled. The funds and account group in the financial statem ents are as follows: 

General Fund (Judicial Expense Fund) 

The G eneral Fund is the general operating fund of the Fourth Judicial District Court. It is used to 
account for all financial resources except those required to be accounted for in another fund. 

Special Revenue Funds 

Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources that are 
legally restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. The follow ing are Special Revenue 
Funds of Fourth Judicial District Court: 

Child Support Fund - The purpose of this fund is to provide an expedited process for the 
establishm ent and enforcem ent of support obligations w hich are brought by the Departm ent 
of Health and Hum an Resources. Revenues are to be expended to adm inister the 
proceedings related to the expedited process. 

M isdem eanor Probation Fund - The purpose of this fund is to adm inister superv ised 
probation for m isdem eanor charges. Revenues are to be expended to adm inister the 
proceedings related to the enforcem en~t and m onitoring m isdem eanor probation. 

Drug Court Fund - The purpose of this fund is to adm inister drug offense charges. 
Revenues are to be expended to adm inister the m onitoring, counseling, and enforcem ent 
of drug offense probation.

Agency Funds 

The Agency Funds are accounts w ith assets held by the Fourth Judicial District Court on behalf 

of others as their agent. Agency funds are, custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) and do not 
involve m easurem ent of results of operations. 

M isdem eanor Probation - Indigent Defender Board Fund. The purpose of this fund is 
to adm inister supervised probation for m isdem eanor charges. Receipts on behalf of 
the Indigent Defender Board are rem itted daily to the Indigent Defender Board, Fourth 
District Court. 

M isdem eanor Probation - Fines Fund. The purpose of this fund is to adm inister 
supervised probation for m isdem eanor charges. Receipts on behalf of the O uachita 
Parish Sheriff's O ffice are rem itted daily to the O uachita Parish Sheriff's O ffice. 
Receipts on behalf of the M orehouse Parish Sheriff's Office are rem itted daily to the 
M orehouse Parish Sheriff's Office. 

M isdem eanor Probation - Restitution Fund. The purpose of this fund is to adm inister 
supervised probation for m isdem eanor charges. Receipts on behalf of third parties 
regarding court ordered restitution are rem itted daily to various recipients designated 
by court record. 

Account Group 

General Fixed Asset Account G roup 

The accounting and recording treatm ent applied to the fixed assets associated w ith a fund are 
determ ined by its m easurem ent focus. 

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed assets) are accounted for 
in the General Fixed Assets Account Group and are recorded as expenditures in the governm ental 
fund types w hen purchased. The Fourth Judicial District Court has elected to capitalize office 
furnishings and equipm ent, courtroom equipm ent and security equipm ent. No depreciation has 
been provided on generat fixed assets. 

All fixed assets are stated at historical cost. 

All governm ental fund type operations are accounted for on a spending of "financial flow" 
m easurem ent focus and only current assets and current liabilities are generally included on their 
balance sheets.

Expenditures are generally recognized under the m odified accrual basis of accounting w hen 
the related fund liability is incurred except that principal and interest on general long-term debt is 
recognized w hen due. Purchase of various operating supplies are regarded as expenditures at the 
tim e purchased. 

: The Fourth Judicial District Court follow s these 
procedures in establishing the budgetary data reflected in these financial statem ents 

1. The Court Adm inistrator prepares a proposed budget for the G eneral Fund and each Specia 
Revenue Fund and subm its sam e to the Chief Judge, prior to the beginning of each fiscal year. 

2~ The C hief Judge, Fourth Judicial District Court, signs w ritten approval of the budgets 

3~ Budgetary am endm ents involving the transfer of funds from one program or function to another 
or involving increases in expenditures resulting from revenues exceeding am ounts estim ated 
require the approval of the Chief Judge. 

4. All budgetary  appropriations lapse at the end of each fiscal year 

5. Budgets for the General Fund (Judicial Expense Fund), and Special Revenue Funds (Child Support 
Fund, Misdemeanor Probation Fund, and Drug Court Fund), are adopted on a basis consistent 
with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). 

6. Am endm ents of the budget are prepared by the Court Adm inistrator and the process is the sam e 
as indicated for the original budget during the fiscal year.

NTFR FIJN D TRA NSA CTIO NS : Transactions that constitute reim bursem ents to a fund for 
expenditures/expenses initially m ade from it that are properly applicable to another fund are recorded 
as ey, pend~t~reste~penses in the retm bursi.ng f~tnd and as reductions of expenditures/expenses in the 
fund that is reim bursed. 

Total colum ns on the com bined statem ents are 
captioned "Total (Memorandum Only)" to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial 
analysis. Data in these colum ns do not present financial position, results of operations or changes 
in financial position in conform ity w ith generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data 
com parable to a consolidation. Interfund elim inations have not been m ade in the aggregation of this 

data. 

Com parative total data for the prior year have been presented in the 
accom panying financial statem ents in order to provide an understanding of changes in the Fourth 
Judicial District Court's financial position and operations. However, comparative (ie., presentation of 
prior year totals by fund type) data have not been presented in each of the statements since their 
inclusion w ould m ake the statem ents unduly com plex and difficult to read. 

The preparation of com ponent unit financial statem ents in conform ity w ith 
generally accepted accounting principles requires m anagem ent to m ake estim ates and assum ptions 
that effect the reported am ounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and 
liabilities at the date of the financial statem ents and the reported am ounts of revenues and expenses 
during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estim ates. 

NOTE 2 EXPENDITURES - ACTUAL AND BUDG ET 

The Judicial Expense Fund had total actual expenditures less than total budgeted expenses for the 
year ended June 30, 2002 by $8,213. Expenditures that varied from budgeted amounts by over (5%) 
five percent w ithin the governm ent funds w ere as follow s:

NOTE 3 DEPOSITS AND INVESTMENTS (Cont'd) 

These deposits are stated at cost, which approximates market. Under state law, these deposits (or 
the resulting bank balances) must be secured by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of securities 
ow ned by the fiscal agent bank. The m arket w~lue of the pledged securities plus the federal deposit 
insurance m ust at all tim es equal the am ount on deposit w ith the fiscal agent. At June 30, 2002, the 

Fourth Judicial District Court had $960,841 in deposits (collected bank balances). These deposits 
are secured from risk by $585,000 of federal deposit insurance (Category 1) and $375,841 of pledged 
securities held by the bank's agent in the name of the bank (Category 3). 

In accordance w ith LRS 49:321, state depositing authorities shall require as security for deposit of 
state funds authorized bonds or other interest bearing notes; authorized prom issory  notes, w arrants, 
or certificates of indebtedness unm atured or payable on dem and. Fair value, excluding interest, of 
such securities held by the depositing authority shall be equal to 100% of the am ount on deposit to 
the credit of the depositing authority except that portion appropriately insured. Designated 
depositories m ay be granted a period not to exceed five days from the date of any deposit to post the 
necessary  security. 

Category 1 represents deposits insured (inclusive of FDIC, SIPC, or sim ilar federal security) or 
collateralized w ith securities held by the C ourt or its agent in the Court's nam e. Category 2 
represents deposits collateralized w ith securities held by the pledging financial institution's trust 
departm ent or agent in the Court's nam e. Category  3 represents deposits  uncollateralized including 
any securities held for the entity but not in the Court's nam e. 

Even though the pledged securities are considered uncollateralized (Category 3) under the provisions 
of G ASB Statem ent 3, Louisiana Revised Statute 39:1229 im poses a statutory  requirem ent on the 
custodial bank to advertise and sell the securities w ithin 10 days of being notified by the Fourth 
Judicial District Court that the fiscal agent has failed to pay deposited funds upon dem and. 

B. Investm ents 

Sim ilar to cash deposits, investm ents held at a financial institution can be categorized according to 
three levels of risk. These three levels of risk are: 

Category 1: Investments that are insured, registered or held by the entity or by its agent in 
the Court's nam e. 

Category  2 Investm ents that are uninsured and unregistered held by the counterparty's 
trust departm ent or agent in the Court's nam e. 

Category  3: Uninsured and unregistered investm ents  held by the counterparty, it's trust or 
it's agent, but not in the Court's nam e.

The Court invests in the Louisiana Asset Management Pool (LAMP) which is administered by LAMP, 
Inc. These approved investm ents are carried at cost (See Note 1), which approximates m arket and 
m ay be liquidated as needed. This investm ent pool has not been assigned a risk category since the 
Court is not issued securities, but rather ow ns an undivided beneficial interest in the assets of the 
pool. The carrying value of investm ents owned at year end was $1,254,030 (Louisiana Asset 
Management Pool or LAMP) which approxim ates market as required by GASB 31. 

Louisiana Asset Management Pool (LAMP) was created as a cooperative endeavor in 1993 to assist 
local Louisiana governm ental entities w ith the investm ent of their cash balances. LAM P is not a bank 
and an investm ent in LAM P constitutes a direct investm ent in the assets constituting the pool, not 
a deposit. Investm ents in LAM P are not insured by the Federal Depository  Insurance Corporation or 
any other federal agency. Collateralization requirem ents are not applicable w hen participating in the 
pool

Property and equipm ent of all funds are stated at historical cost. Governm enta l fund fixed assets are 
recorded in the G eneral Fixed Asset Account G roup and are not depreciated. 

Assets purchased under the FINS Grant Program (see Note t2) are currently being accounted for in 
the General Fixed Asset Account G roup. How ever, under the provisions of the G rant contracts the 
assets are the property of the State of Louisiana. The State of Louisiana has instructed the Fourth 
Judicial District Court, Judicial Expense Fund to m aintain control and ow nership. The State of 
Louisiana, O ffice of Social Services retains reversioning rights in those assets. No assets w ere 
purchased under this program  during the years ended June 30, 2002 and 2001. 

Assets purchased under the (TASC) Truancy Assesment and Service Center Grant Program (See Note 
12) are currently being accounted for in the General Fixed Asset Account Group. However, under 
provisions of the G rant contracts the assets are the property of the Sta te of Louisiana. The State of 
Louisiana has instructed the Fourth Judicial District Court, Judicial Expense Fund to m ainta in control 
and ow nership. The State of Louisiana, Suprem e Court retains reversioning rights in those assets. 
The total am ount of assets purchased under this program during the year ended June 30, 2002 was 
$1,752.

Plan Description. M any em ployees of the Court are m em bers of the Louisiana State Em ployees' 
Retirement System (LASERS), a cost-sharing, m ultiple-em ployer defined benefit pension plan 
adm inistered by a separate board of trustees. The LASERS provides retirem ent benefits as w ell as 
disability and survivor benefits. Benefits are established and am ended by state statute. Benefits 
granted by the LASERS are guaranteed by the State of Louisiana under provisions of the Louisiana 
Constitution of 1974. The LASERS issues a publicly available financial report that includes financial 
statem ents and required supplem entary inform ation. That report m ay be obtained by w riting to the 
Louisiana State Em ployees' Retirem ent, Post ()ffi ce Box 44213, Baton Rouge, Louisiana 70804-4213, 

or by calling (225) 922-0600. 

Funding Policy. Plan m em bers of the Court are required by state statute to contribute 7.5 percent 
of their annual covered salary and the Court (em ployer) is required to contribute at an actuarially 
determ ined rate. The current em ployer rate is 14.1 and 13 percent of annual covered payroll as of 
June 30, 2002 and 2001, respectively. The contribution requirem ents of plan m em bers and the Court 
are established and m ay be am ended by state statute. As provided by state statute, the em ployer 
contributions are determined by actuarial valuation and are subject to change each year based on 
the results of the valuation for the prior fiscal year. The Court's em ployer contributions to the 
LASERS for the years ending June 30, 2002, 2001, and 2000, were $31,511, $25,466, and $25,054, 
respectively, equal to the required contributions for each year. 

O ther Plan Description. The em ployees that are not m em bers of LASERS are m em bers of the 
Parochial Em ployees' Retirement System of Louisiana (System), a m ultiple-employer (cost-sharing), 
Public Em ployee Retirement System (PERS), controlled and adm inistered by a separate board of 
trustees. This System  is com posed of tw o distinct plans, Plan A and Plan B w ith separate assets and 
benefit provisions. The System issues a publicly available financial report that includes financial 
statem ents and required supplem entary inform ation. That report m ay be obtained by w riting to the 
Parochial Em ployees' Retirem ent System of Louisiana, P.O . Box 14619, Baton Rouge, Louisiana 

70898-4619 or by calling (225) 928-1361. 

O ther Plan Funding Policy. To this system plan m em bers are required to contribute 0.5 percent of 
their annual covered salary  and this court reim burses the prim ary  governm ent, the Ouachita Parish 
Police Jury and M orehouse Parish C lerk of Court for retirem ent contributions at actuarially 
determ ined rates m ade into the System . The current em ployer rate is 7.75 percent of annual covered 
payroll. The Court reim bursed $17,934, $13,945, and $12,7t7 to the Ouachita Parish Police Jury for 
contributions to the System during the years ending June 30, 2002, 2001 and 2000, respectively, as 
its share of contributions, equal to the required contributions for each year. The Court reim bursed 
$1,940 and $1,719 to the Morehouse Parish Clerk of Court for contributions to the System during the 
year ending June 30, 2002 and 2001, respectively as its share of contributions, equal to the required 
contributions for each year.

Rental expense under this operating 
lease agreem ent was $10,860 and $28,593 during the fiscal years ending June 30, 2002 and 
2001, respectively.

The Child Support Fund has entered into agreem ents w ith the O uachita Parish Police Jury, O uachita 
Clerk of Court, and the M orehouse Clerk of Court for reim bursem ent of salaries, payroll taxes, group 
insurance, retirem ent and w orkm an's com pensation related to em ployees. The M isdem eanor 
Probation Fund and Drug Court Fund have also entered into agreem ents w ith the O uachita Parish 
Police Jury  for reim bursem ent of salaries, payroll taxes, group insurance, retirem ent and w orkm an's 
com pensation related to em ployees. The Fourth Judicial District Court, M isdem eanor Probation Fund 
have also entered into agreem ents w ith the O uachita Parish Police Jury  to reim burse them  for rent. 

(see Note 9 - Commitments). The Ouachita Parish Police Jury also bills the Child Support Fund one 
dollar per page filed by that office to reim burse it for costs directly related to the Child Support 
enforcem ent program included in these financial statem ents as a special revenue fund. The Ouachita 
Parish Police Jury  and M orehouse Parish Police, Jury  are reim bursed one dollar per page per case filed 
by those offi ces for costs directly related to the indigent cases of the Judicial Expense Fund included 
in these financial statem ents as a general fund expense. As the Fourth Judicial District Court, Child 
Support Fund, M isdem eanor Probation Fund, arid Drug Court Fund reim burses the other governm ental 
units, the appropriate expense accounts are debited and reflected in the financial statem ents. 

NOTE 12 G RANT PROG RAM 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, Judicial Expense Fund, has entered into a contract w ith the Office 

of Community Services, State of Louisiana under the "Families In Need of Services Program" (FINS). 
The Court agreed to furnish the adm inistration and im plem entation of Fam ilies In Need of Services, 
Title VII of the Louisiana Children's Code, w ithin the Fourth Judicial District, State of Louisiana. 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, Judicial Expense Fund, had entered into a contract w ith the 
Louisiana Supreme Court, State of Louisiana under the "Families In Need of Services Program" (FINS). 
The contract w as approved for the period beginning January 1, 2001 until Decem ber 31, 2001 and 
funded m onthly from January  1, 2001 until June 30, 2001 for 22,235 and July t, 2001 until Decem ber 
31, 2001 for $22,235. 

The Fourth Judicial District Court, Judicial Expense Fund, continues to participate in another contract 
w ith the Louisiana Suprem e Court, State of Louisiana under the "Fam ilies In Need of Services 
Program" (FINS). The contract was continued for the period beginning January 1, 2002 until December 
31, 2002 and funded monthly from January 1, 2002 until June 30, 2002 for $22,235.
